''Buntus Cainte" means, literally, a basic 
beginning in speech; the speech in this case 
being Irish, what it amounts to is first steps in 
spoken Irish or, in practical terms. Part I of a 
course of lessons for beginners. The intention is 
that, by the time they've finished the course 
they'll be able to join Irish-speaking company and 
be moderately sure they'll understand and be 
understood. 

The lessons are constructed primarily with the 
adult viewer in mind. They’re short and the new 
material contained in each lesson has been 
carefully tailored to what the beginner can easily 
absorb. Much, however, will depend on his own 
resolve to put what he learns to practical use. 

Real mastery is achieved only in the kind of 
casual, unpremeditated conversation which no 
formal course can ever quite cover. What would 
be vital here, for instance, is that parents put 
what they learn from day to day into use with 
their school-going children, around the tea-table 
or the evening fire. In this way, new and vital 
areas of communication in Irish are built up and 
competence becomes a reality in the most 
essential area of all, the home. 

The lessons have been adapted for television 
by RTE and viewers seeing the nightly five-minute 
programmes should find this extension into the 
domestic scene particularly entertaining. It is by 
making Irish entertaining and enjoyable that one 
most readily gets it spoken. 

A booklet has been issued by the Department 
of Education in collaboration with RTE. This is 
available from all booksellers and it has 
instructions on how the record and sound 
tapes should be used.

Mahalia Jackson has long been known as THE 
outstanding performer in the art of Gospel Sing¬ 
ing. A magnificent voice, a simple dignity, an 
ability to project a sense of warmth, and a sincere 
dedication to her chosen field . .. these are the 
qualities which have endeared her to audiences, 
everywhere. 

The particular artistry of Mahalia Jackson has 
its roots in a deep religious conviction. Her whole 
musical life has been predicated on this profound 
spiritual involvement. Born in New Orleans, she 
began singing in her father's church at the age 
of five, and throughout her childhood the church 
and church social activities provided most of her 
social and cultural life. Forced to leave school 
after the eighth grade, she worked as a domestic 
and in the cotton fields. In 1927 following the 
migratory pattern of many southern Negroes, 
Mahalia Jackson went to Chicago. There she 
joined the Greater Salem Baptist Church, sang 
in the choir and gained some recognition as a 

other Baptist churches. Although surrounded by 
the sounds of Jazz and the Blues, she seemed to 
feel the necessity to confine her singing to spiri¬ 
tual music.and during the 30’s her work centered 
about the Negro communities and their religious 
functions. She became a true Gospel Singer. 

Gospel Singing is a "basic" music. It is an 
honest, down to earth expression of religious 
sentiment from the soul of the singer. Musically, 
it borrows from many idioms, its tempos often 
swing like Jazz, and again it may have a Blues 
feeling. But more than anything else Gospel 


Singing is a religious experience. Its aim is the 
transmission of a spiritual message to the Us¬ 
ability and conviction in projecting the “mes¬ 
sage" that Mahalia Jackson came to be known 
throughout the entire country. 

Since the 40's, Gospel Singing has become in¬ 
creasingly popular and Mahalia Jackson has 
been increasingly active in the promotion of this 
new art form. She has toured throughout the 
United States and Europe playing to packed 
houses everywhere. She has been starred on her 
own CBS radio program, made many television 
appearances and recordings. But in spite of all 
this travel, publicity and acclaim, Mahalia Jack- 
son has continued to restrict her singing to the 
interpretation of Gospel Songs. As she explains: 
"There is something in the Bible that tells how 

where David said. ‘Make a joyous noise unto The 
Lord.', and then he said . . . ‘Sing with a loud 
voice.' That's the way I want to sing—for faith 
and for courage to go on. and for deliverance and 

If you have never heard Mahalia Jackson sing, 
this statement may sound like that of an imprac¬ 
tical dreamer. But the religious reality which 
permeates her singing should convince you of 
her dedication and sincerity of purpose. This 
recording is offered in the hope that, through 
listening to these songs which express her deep 
spiritual fervor, you may become acquainted with 
Mahalia Jackson, a truly great person and a truly 
great performer of our time.

RA ORCHESTRA 


This two-track recording was made in Studio A of the Compaigne 
Phonographique Francaise, Paris, France. Volume of this studio is 
43,000 cubic feet. Reverberation time is 0.65 seconds from the lowest 
to highest frequencies recorded. Low frequency absorption is obtained 
from completely floating inside walls covered with small vibrating 
panels. High frequency absorption is rendered by rockwool pyramids, 
while sound diffusion, especially characteristic of Studio A, is gained 
thru wood pyramids. (See picture of the studio’s interior) 



echo chamber 

The echo chamber is really a reverberation chamber which must be 
added to studio sound. Reverberation time varies from one to three 
seconds. 

speech imput equipment 

Studio A’s audio consists of a control panel of 10 line or mike mixers, 
two echo injections and one general and five independent echo chan¬ 
nels. For stereo, the 10 mixers can be split into two times five imputs 
(for two stereo signals) and then later combined for a monaural 
signal (via a special combining network in the line amplifier.) 
mixing controls 

All mixing controls are studio-sliding-contacting-attenuators (Tele- 
funken W 66) Carbon composition type resistors are employed in 
the W 66 to insure smooth and noiseless adjustments. 

amplifiers 

Amplifiers, except for the monitor-power amplifiers, are studio pre¬ 
amplifiers V-72 (Siemens). Tiny self-contained units, each has its 
own individually operated power supply. The two-stage hi-fi amp 
has a gain of 34 db at extremely low distortion. Used in these sessions 
as a mike-amp; line amp and even as an isolation amp. 

monitoring equipment 

The amplifier, a 25 watt V 69 Telefunken is a high power unit with 
extremely low distortion and flat frequence response. The loud 
speaker is an Electro-Voice SP 15 with very low transient distortion.

"Buntus Cainte" means, literally, a basic 
beginning in speech; the speech in this case 
being Irish, what it amounts to is first steps in 
spoken Irish or, in practical terms. Part I of a 
course of lessons for beginners. The intention is 
that, by the time they've finished the course 
they'll be able to join Irish-speaking company and 
be moderately sure they'll understand and be 
understood. 

The lessons are constructed primarily with the 
adult viewer in mind. They're short and the new 
material contained in each lesson has been 
carefully tailored to what the beginner can easily 
absorb. Much, however, will depend on his own 
resolve to put what he learns to practical use. 

Real mastery is achieved only in the kind of 
casual, unpremeditated conversation which no 
formal course can ever quite cover. What would 
be vital here, for instance, is that parents put 
what they learn from day to day into use with 
their school-going children, around the tea-table 
or the evening fire. In this way, new and vital 
areas of communication in Irish are built up and 
competence becomes a reality in the most 
essential area of all, the home. 

The lessons have been adapted for television 
by RTE and viewers seeing the nightly five-minute 
programmes should find this extension into the 
domestic scene particularly entertaining. It is by 
making Irish entertaining and enjoyable that one 
most readily gets it spoken. 

A booklet has been issued by the Department 
of Education in collaboration with RTE. This is 
available from all booksellers and it has 
instructions on how the record and sound 
tapes should be used.

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Mahalia Jackson has long been known as THE 
outstanding performer in the art of Gospel Sing¬ 
ing. A magnificent voice, a simple dignity, an 
ability to project a sense of warmth, and a sincere 
dedication to her chosen field . . . these are the 
qualities which have endeared her to audiences, 
everywhere. 

The particular artistry of Mahalia Jackson has 
its roots in a deep religious conviction. Her whole 
musical life has been predicated on this profound 
spiritual involvement. Born in New Orleans, she 
began singing in her father's church at the age 
of five, and throughout her childhood the church 
and church social activities provided most of her 
social and cultural life. Forced to leave school 
after the eighth grade, she worked as a domestic 
and in the cotton fields. In 1927 following the 
migratory pattern of many southern Negroes, 
Mahalia Jackson went to Chicago. There she 
joined the Greater Salem Baptist Church, sang 
in the choir and gained some recognition as a 
featured soloist in a touring quintet which visited 
other Baptist churches. Although surrounded by 
the sounds of Jazz and the Blues, she seemed to 
feel the necessity to confine her singing to spiri¬ 
tual music,and during the 30’s her work centered 
about the Negro communities and their religious 
functions. She became a true Gospel Singer. 

Gospel Singing is a "basic" music. It is an 
honest, down to earth expression of religious 
sentiment from the soul of the singer. Musically, 
it borrows from many idioms, its tempos often 
swing like Jazz, and again it may have a Blues 
feeling. But more than anything else Gospel 


Singing is a religious experience. Its aim is the 
transmission of a spiritual message to the lis¬ 
tener from the performer. And it was by her 
ability and conviction in projecting the “mes¬ 
sage" that Mahalia Jackson came to be known 
throughout the entire country. 

Since the 40's, Gospel Singing has become in¬ 
creasingly popular and Mahalia Jackson has 
been increasingly active in the promotion of this 
new art form. She has toured throughout the 
United States and Europe playing to packed 
houses everywhere. She has been starred on her 
own CBS radio program, made many television 
appearances and recordings. But in spite of all 
this travel, publicity and acclaim, Mahalia Jack- 
son has continued to restrict her singing to the 
interpretation of Gospel Songs. As she explains: 
"There is something in the Bible that tells how 
I feel about all this, it's from the 66th Psalm 
where David said. 'Make a joyous noise unto The 
Lord.’, and then he said . . . ‘Sing with a loud 
voice.' That’s the way I want to sing—for faith 
and for courage to go on, and for deliverance and 
for freedom." 

If you have never heard Mahalia Jackson sing, 
this statement may sound like that of an imprac¬ 
tical dreamer. But the religious reality which 
permeates her singing should convince you of 
her dedication and sincerity of purpose. This 
recording is offered in the hope that, through 
listening to these songs which express her deep 
spiritual fervor, you may become acquainted with 
Mahalia Jackson, a truly great person and a truly 
great performer of our time.
